Mr. and Mrs. M. S. Ragland receiv- 
ed the following letter from tbeir sol- 
' dier son at Matanzis, Cuba: 

Dear Father and Mother — I am now 
I in Cuba. I like the place better than 
any place at which we have yet been 
camped. The weather is very warm. 
One cannot wear much clothing here. 
The Cubans go half naked. 

We arrived here Saturday morning 
and landed the same evening. A 
great many of the boys got sea sick 
while we were on the ship, but I stood 
th: trip without suffering any incon- 
venience whatever. I expected to get 
se 1 sick, but did not. 

We can’t understand the Caban lan< 
guage at all, and they can’t under- 
stand us. 

Well, I will tell you something about 
this place. I have been over it a great 
deal. I walked about fifteen miles 
out into the country and I saw orange, 
banana, cocoanut and pitie apple trees 
and lots of things that I knew noth- 
ing about. I could see where the 
Spanish destroyed houses.

The community sustains in 
his death an irreparable Iasi, the 
church a most faithful member, the 
lamily a kind and indalgent father. 
Heaven gains a treasure. 

Lewis Tinsley, of color, died at his 
home seven miles north of town, the 
4lh Inst. He was one of the oldest 
men in Western Kentucky, having 
reached 9S He was born in Virgin- 
ia, in 1801, and came west in 1837 
with Mr Woodbuiy Tinsley’s grand- 
patents, to whom he belonged. He 
was a slave until 1864 when he en- 
tered the union army. He served till 
he was mustered out in '66. His 
mother lived to be 105 years old. He 
had a distinct recollection oi the bat- 
tle of New Orleans, fought February 
8, 181$, and delighted in telling of 
how "Gen’el lackson whip' de Brit 
ish.” 

Henry Brown, Granville Brown, 
James Withrow and Charles Bard 
were defendants in a prosecution be- 
fore Judge Miller here last Monday 
that lacks a parallel in Ohio county 
juiisprudence. According to the tes- 
timony of the defendauta, a holiness 
preacher established a new church a 
few years ago, near Hogs Falls on 
Green river, which had no connection 
with other churches, and a special 
discipline was gottou up for its gov- 
ernment. Dissension aiose and the 
defendants with others withdrew from 
the original church and organized a 
separate body known as the "Holy 
Band." The "Band” is distinguish - 
ed Irom the original body by its op- 
position to "tithes,” and some other 
minor matters of discipline and by 
the novel and extraordinary demon- 
strations of its members when engag- 
ed in worship. Some time ago the 
defendants attended a service of the 
parent body and took a rather vigor- 
ous interest ia the meeting, which 
action was the occasion ol the prose- 
cution by parent holiness church on 
a charge ol disturbing public worship 
The defendants were acquitted.

The State last week won in the 
Court ol Appeals one cf the most im- 
portant cases that lias been decided 
lor years. Important not only on ac- 
count of the amount involved, but be- 
cause of the law of the case. 

Io September, 1893, the State Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners sold to S.A. 
Norman, J, C. Hubbard and others 
the output of the chair plant ol the 
penitentiary for fjur years, with the 
privilege of renewal for four years, the 
contractors to pay for each monthly 
output, 60 days thereafter, with the 
right to the commissioners to forfeit 
the contract if delinquency continued 
30 days. 

On the first day of April, 1896, the 
chair contractors refused to pay in 
cash the amount falling due on the 
first day of March, but tendered in lieu 
thereof State warrants. These war- 
rants the Sinking Fund Commission- 
ers refused to accept and seven days 
thereafter forfeited the contract. 

SUIT INSTITUTED. 

In July, 1896, the State instituted 
suit against the contractors for the 
entire amount due, which was at that 
time #48,337.17, and now amounts to 
#60,000. 

At the September term of the Frank- 
lin circuit conrt the defendants an- 
swered and set up the fact of the ten- 
der of the State warrants and the for- 
feiture of their contract, insisting that 
said forfeiture was wrongful, and 
pleaded as a counter claim damages 
to the amount of #90,000. The State 
demurred to this answer and the legal 
battle began. The court below sus- 
tained the demurrer and gave judg- 
ment for the full amount sued for. 

The case was appealed and was ar- 
gued at great length by Senator Lind- 
say for the chair company and Attor« 
cty General Taylor for the State. 

GEN. TAVLOR SUSTAINED. 

The Court of Appeals sustains fully 
the contention of the State on every 
point. The most important one was, 
that the holder of State warrants or 
ether claims against the common- j 
wealth can not present such claims as 
a tender, in satisfaction of a debt due 
the State. 

The point has bteti much discussed i 
by lawyers about thecapitallor years, j 
but heretofore had not been settled by j 

the Court of Appeals. 

The chair company was represented j 
by Senator Lindsay, fudge Pryor and 
T. L. F.delen, the State by Attorney 
General Taylor 

Attorney General Taylor was the 
recipient of a number of congratula- 
tions in his successful management of 
this important case.
